Ireland and the War. 


We: print elsewhere a letter from Sir 
Tho Grattan Esmonde, M.P., on Ire- 


says, if someone could

to the interest of both countries if Sir 
Thomas Esmonde and his friends will face 


Irish feeling in England has arisen. There 
is implicit in this letter, we think it may 
fairly be said, a perverse point of view 
which vitiates its whole argument. It 
is the point of view which regards Ire 


. “‘Irnd's share in the war as something com- 


plizentary, as if her participation in the 
war were an affair of altruistic generosity’ 
rather than of political—we use the word 
in the widest, not in a party, “sense—self- 
interest. Itis nota question of Irish aid 
in England’s war; it isa question of a 
war which is Ireland's war. Sir Thomas 
Esmonde does not like the British govern-' 
ment of Ireland; but he can have no 
doubt whether he would . prefer that 
government or Prussian government. Ger- 
miay had, and has, designs on this 
country which make the war in a special 
sense Ireland's war. The German aid 
for the rebellion was a sufficient indica- 
tion that Germany appreciates the vital 

im>ortance of Ireland's strategic position, 
and she would fix her grasp upon it if 
she won the war. This is a war for the 
defence o: Ireland, and, while we may 
justly demand that England should recog- 
nise the deeds of our soldiers, we can no 
more expect her to thank us for support- 
ing it than. we can-expect her to thank 
herself. It is in both cases a matter not 
of favour. but of obvious duty and 
interest. 

Into a war of this character it is impos- 
sible to enter on any such basis of limited 
liability as Sir Thomas Esmonde suggests. 
& Through monstrous misrhanagement,”’ he 
says, ‘‘it has brought us infinitely greater 
sorrow and loss than we ever could have 
anticipated.” Nationalist agreement with 
eniightened critics of the war who have 
directed attention to departments in 
which it has been mismanaged is a 
phenomenon of very recent date; but does 
Sir Thomas Esmonde seriously suggest 
that the fact that the burden of war is 
heavier than we anticipated+is any sort 
of reason for weakening in oun support 
of it? Ireland has no es portion in 
the burden. If our splendid 10th (Irish) 
Division was “recklessly thrown away by 
British incompetency,” were there .not 
English divisions which were also sacri- 
ficed fruitlessly at Gallipoli? We agree 
with Sir Thomas Esmonde that the deeds 
of Irish regiments have not always been 
adequately acknowledged. It is very 
| scandalous, for example,, that there has 
been no public recognition of the great 
stand of the Tenth Division during the 
retreat from Macedonia except a brief re- 
ference in Sir Charles Monro’s despatch. 
But there are numbers of English regi- 
ments and divisions whose deeds the 
official passion for secrecy has consigned to 
the same oblivion. There is, in short, 
scarcely any grievance against the Govern- 
ment which Sir Thomas Esmonde can urge 
on behalf of Ireland which cannot equally 
be urged on behalf of the English public. 
He speaks of desolate Irish homes, of Irish 
parents who bravely and uncomplainingly 
have given what they loved best on earth 
to the sacrifice of the Empire. English 
homes are desolate ; English parents have 
“made the same sacrifice. But the English 
people do not parade their desolation and 
their sacrifices as something which gives 
them a peculiar title to recognition. Sir 
Thomas Esmonde is invoking here the old 
fallacy that Ireland's participation in the 
war is a matter not of necessity, of self- 
interest, but of generosity, at which the 
English people must marvel and applaud. 
He conceives Ireland to have one griev- 
ance which she may claim as peculiar to 
herself. Nationalist Ireland has sup- 
ported the war, he says, first because of 
a belief in its justice, and secondly because 
of a belief in the promises of English 
statesmen. The promises have turned out 
to be “scraps of paper,” and Ireland, he 
impiies, is thereby absolved froma further 
share in the war. 

What. are these broken promises? It 
was agreed at the beginning of the war 
that the, Home Rule Act should remain 
in suspense until the end of it. Under 
this agreement Nationalist Ireland sub- 
mitted to what Sir Thomas Esmonde calls 
“the ghastly misgovernment of our 
country. ‘Phat is the only indirect refer- 
ence which he permits himself to the re- 
bellion. He could scarcely permit him- 
self more; for, as the report of the Royal 
Commission conclusively showed, the Na- 
tionalist leaders were urgent in protest 
when the Irish Executive gave any indica- 
tion of reversing its “ghastly misgovern- 
ment” in the direction of preventing the 
development of that armed, conspiracy 
against the State. If the Nationalist Party 


desires one explanation of the fact that” 


there is some English bitterness against 
Ireland, we direct it to that rebellion, the 
omission of reference to which is the most 
conspicuous feature of Sir Thomas Es- 
monde’s letter on Ireland and the war. It 
is true that the great mass of Nationalists 
had no sympathy with it; but-the Nation- 
alist Party has to thank its own spokes- 
men, particularly Mr. Dillon, if the Eng- 
lish public has formed a different opinion. 
That party’s pose of outraged innocence 
over the collapse of Mr.. Lloyd Georgé’s 
settlement,” and its consequent obstruc- 
| tion of the business of Parliament, has not 
helped matters. Is it not time that this 
pose was ‘abandoned when Mr. P. J. 
Brady, M.P., has publicly admitted that 
“not an Irishman regretted” the collapse 
of the “settlement”? Sir. Thomas 
Esmonde cannot on such easy terms seek 
to evade Ireland's duty of continuing to 
nt end her support of a war which is 
no less her war than England’s war. Eng. 
lish public opinion rightly refuses to 
accept that perverse point of view which 
would regard Ireland's participation in it 
as a matter of favour. It is not disposed 
to defend Ireland if Ireland will not de. 
fend herself. That is the reason why, on 
the morrow of a dangerous rebellion, ablo- 
bodied Irish harvesters are not. welcomed 
in England to earn seven and sixpence a 
day while English labourers are serving 
SA shilling a day under arms in Ire- 


however, by th: semi-official announcement 
waich has been issued concerning it. I[n 
effect, if Sweden wants commodities from 


‘useshe must comply with our conditions. 


These conditions resolve themselves virtu- 
ally into one—that goods received from us 
must not be passed on to Germany. The 
Swedish Government has refused hitherto 
to recognise that this oi a proper condition 
for us to enforce. will not be fair to 
blame the Swedish Bac in any 
hasty spirit. Sweden as a whole has no 
special sympathy with the Allies. She 
has a strong commercial connection with 
Germany. During thé war period a brisk 
trade has been ‘ conducted between her 
ports and the Baltic ports of Germany. 
Berlin has seen to it that Sweden has been 
kept well primed with propaganda in 
favour of the Central Powers. It would 
be wrong to say that the people of 
Sweden. are proGerman,' but we 
must recognise that they have no 
disvosition to “assist the Allies. ~ Sturdy 
people of the Scandinavian stock, which 
is distinguished by qualities parti- 
cularly admired by the British, they pride 
themselves on their independent spirit. 
The conditions which, in the working out 
of a blockade policy, the Allies have asked 
the neighbours of Germany to accept were 
examined by the Swedish Government 
from its detached point of view. and 
deemed to clash with Swedish notions of 
independence. It suspected, apparent!y. 
that the Allies were trying to use Sweden 
for their own purposes. The Swedish 
Government has failed to recognise, how 
ever, that we have rights in this connec- 
tion well founded on international law 
and custom. The proposal§ which wo 
have made to the neutral neighbours of 
Germany, and most of them have accepted, 
were drawn up with a view to their con 
venience. Sweden has chosen to refuse thé 
proposals, and to nullify the arran 
ments which we made to facilitate the 
continuance of trade between the two 
countries within the restrictions involved 
in our blockade policy, and we must now, 
therefore, stand on strict right with her 
Until lately the War Trade Department 
issued licences for the export of “ prohi- 
bited ” goods to Sweden on production of a 
guarantee that the goods would reach no 
other than a declared destination. The 
Swedish War Trade Law passed in Apri! 
forbade Swedish merchants to give such a 
guarantee, and without it no licence could 
be cbtained for the shipment of “ pro- 
hibited "’ goods to Sweden. Now all 
have been put on the “prohibited” list, 
and, if Sweden wants any commodities from 
Britain, some guarantee must be given to 
our War Trade Department that coods 
shipped from British ports will not find 
their way into Germany. Until a satis. 
factory guarantee is given, shipments wil! 
be withheld. 
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Healthy Minds. 


The Superintendent of the Belfast 
Lunatic Asylum appends to the routine 
matter of his annual report an interesting 
note of a general nature concerning the 
relation of war conditions to the incidence 
of insanity among the civil population 
Recent statistics show that in the United 
Kingdom generally there is a decrease in- 
the number of persons declared insane 
One would expect a decrease in the case of. 
male members of the civil population, for 
some millions of men have been withdrawn 
from civil life by the call of the fighting 
services, and cases of insanity among these 
would be classified séparately. Among 
women also, however, the decrease is 
notable. The reasons suggested by» Dr. 
Shaw are interesting, and we have litt/o 
doubt that his brother specialists would 
accept them as sound. One of the chief 
of these reasons is the higher standard d of 
living which abundance of employment has 
brought to classes of the population whi h 
supplied a large proportion of the annu 
total of cases of insanity. Another is the 
occupation given to the minds of women 
by the work which so many who were 
formerly idle or aimless are now doing 
and by the amusements and recreations 
which their earnings at the work enable 
them to enjoy. These reasons tally wit 
the conclusions accented by mental 
specialists long before the war—that i 
sanity is commonly a result of insuffic: 
nourishment or lack of healthy ex 
either of body or of mind. It is a fo. 
tunate thing that the war brought its tas) 
as well as its anxieties to the women of i] 
land.

Ireland and the War. 


We-print elsewhere a letter from Sir 
Thomas Grattan Esmonde, M.P., on Ire- 
land and the war. Sir Thomas Esmonde 
has held the post of Chief Whip to the Í 
Nationalis: Party, and we may take his 
letter, we think, as a “semi-official” de- 
finition of that party's present attitude 
towards the war. His purpose in writing 
it is to protest against what he calls the 
English “campgign of hate” against Ire- 
land and the “unending vilification of 
Irishmen.” Wo believe that Sir Thomas 
Esmonde greatly exaggerates the extent 
‘and thé character of English: feeling 


‘against Ireland in. connection with the 


war; but in some quarters such a feeling 
unloubtedl) exists, oo Sa

counties is only one symptom of it.. It : 


would bo ‘to England’s interest, Sir 
Thomas Esmonde says, if someone could 
be discovered to cry “halt!” to this 
“ hideous campaign of hate.” It will be 
to the interest of both countries if Sir 
Thomas Esmonde and his friends will face: 
the facts, and consider why this anti- 
Irish feeling in England has arisen. There 
is implicit in this letter, we think it may 
fairly be said, a perverse point of view 
which vitiates its whole argument. It 
is the point of view which regards Ire 
I-nd’s share in the war as something com- 
plituentary, as if her participation in the 
war were an affair of altruistic generosity’ 
rather than of political—we use the word 
in the widest, not in a party, ‘sense—self- 
interest. Itis nota question of Irish aid 
in England's war; it is a question of a 
war which is Ireland's war. Sir Thomas 
Esmonde does not like the British govern- 
ment of Ireland; but he can have no 
doubt whether he would prefer that 
government or Prussian government. Ger 
miav had, and has, designs on this 
country which make the war in a special 
sense Ireland's war. The German aid 
for the rebellion was a sufficient indica- 
tion that Germany appreciates the vital 
im ortance of Ireland's strategic position, 
and she would fix her grasp upon it if 
she won the war. This is a war for the 
defence o: Ireland, and, while we may 
justly demand that England should recog- 
nise the deeds of our soldiers, we can no 
more expect her to thank us for support- 
ing it than. we can expect her to thank 
herself. It is in both cases a matter not 
of favour. but of obvious duty and 
interest. 

Into a war of this character it is impos- 
sible to enter on any such basis of limited 
liability as Sir Thomas Esmonde suggests. 
“Through monstrous mismanagement,” he 
says, ' it has brought us infinitely greater 
sorrow and loss than we ever could have 
anticipated.'” Nationalist agreement with 
eniightened critics of the war who have 
directed, attention to departments in 
which/\it has been mismanaged is a 
phendmenon of very recent date; but does 
Sir Thomas Esmonde seriously suggest 
that the fact that the burden of war is 
heavier than we anticipated+is any sort 
of reason for weakening in oun support 
of it? Ireland has no bas portion in 
the burden. If our splendid 10th (Irish) 
Division was “recklessly thrown away by 
British incompetency,” were there .not 
English divisions which were also sacri- 
ficed fruitlessly at Gallipoli? We agree 
with Sir Thomas Esmonde that the deeds 
of Irish regiments have not always been 
adequately acknowledged. It is very 
| scandalous, for example, that there has 
been no public recognition of the great 
stand of the Tenth Division during the 
retreat from Macedonia except a brief re- 
ference in Sir Charles Monro’s despatch. 
But there are numbers of English regi- 
ments and divisions whose deeds the 
official passion for secrecy has consigned to 
the same oblivion. There is, in short, 
scarcely any grievance against the Govern- 
ment which Sir Thomas Esmonde can urge 
on behalf of Ireland which cannot equally 
be urged on behalf of the English public. 
He speaks of desolate Irish homes, of Irish 
parents who bravely and uncomplainingly 
have given what they loved best on earth 
to tha sacrifice of the Empire... English 
homes are desolate; English parents have 


“made the same sacrifice. But the English 


people do not parade their desolation and 
their sacrifices as something which gives 
them a peculiar title to recognition. Sir 
Thomas Esmonde is invoking here the old 
fallacy that Ireland's participation in the 
war is a matter not of necessity, of self- 
interest, but of generosity, at which the 
English people must marvel and applaud. 
He conceives Ireland to have one griev- 
ance which she may claim as peculiar to 
herself. Nationalist Ireland has sup- 
ported the war, he says, first because of 
a belief in its justice, and secondly because 
of a belief in the promises of English 
statesmen. The promises have turned out 
to be “scraps of paper,” and Ireland, he 
impuiies, is thereby absolved froma further 
share in the war. 

What are these broken promises? It 


‘was agreed at the beginning of the war 


that the. Home Rule Act should remain 
in suspense until the end of it. Under 
this agreement Nationalist Ireland sub- 
mitted to what Sir Thomas Esmonde calls 
“the ghastly misgovernment of our 
country. ‘That is the only indirect refer- 
ence which he permits himself to the re- 
bellion. He could searcely permit him- 
self more; for, as the report of the Royal 
Commission. conclusively showed, the Na- 
tionalist leaders were urgent in protest 
when the Irish Executive gave any indica- 
tion of reversing its “ghastly misgovern- 
ment” in the direction of preventing the 
development of that armed, conspiracy 
against the State. If the Nationalist Party 


desires one explanation of the fact that’ 


there is some English bitterness against 
Ireland, we direct it to that rebellion, the 
omission of reference to which is the most 
conspicuous feature of Sir Thomas Es- 
monde’s letter on Ireland and the war. It 
is true that the great mass of Nationalists 
had no sympathy with it; but-the Nation. 
‘alist Party has to thank its own spokes- 
men, particularly Mr. Dillon, if the Eng- 
lish public has formed a different opinion. 
That party’s pose of outraged innocence 
over the collapse of Mr. Lloyd Georgé’s 

“settlement,” and its consequent obstruc- 
tion of the business of Parliament, has not 
helped matters. Is it not time that this 
pose was ‘abandoned when Mr. P. J. 
Brady, M.P., has publicly admitted that 

“not an Irishman regretted” the collapse 
of the “settlement”? Sir Thomas 
Esmonde cannot on such easy terms seek 
to evade Ireland's duty of continuing to 
the end her support of a war which is 
no less her war than England’s war. Eng. 
lish public opinion rightly refuses to 
accept that perverse point of view which 
would regard Ireland’ s Participation in it 
as a matter of favour. It is not disposed 
to defend Ireland if Ireland will not de. 
fend herself. That is the reason why, on 
the morrow of a dangerous rebellion, able. 
bodied Irish harvesters are not welcomed 
in England to earn seven and sixpence a 
day while English labourers are serving 
for a shilling a day under arms in Ire- 
land

Sweden’s Neutrality. 


Yesterday the King signed a proclama- 
tion by which a general prohibition is im- 
posed upon the export of commodities from 
Britain to Sweden. The order does not 
necessarily mean that no goods will be 
i allowed: to go to Sweden from British ports 
while it is in force, for these prohibitory 
orders are subject to variation in practice, 
As a matter of fact, previdus orders have 
already prohibited the export to Sweden of 
all foodstuffs, metals, and textile manu- 
factures. The War Trade Department, 
however, still has power to permit 
expott under licence, and á vast 


however, by th» semi-official announcement 
waich has been issued concerning it. [n 
effect, if Sweden wants commodities from 
us*she must comply with our conditions. 
These conditions resolve themselves virty 
ally into one—that goods received from us 
must not be passed on to Germany. The 
Swedish Government has refused hitherto 
to recognise that this is a proper condition 
for us to enforce. It will not be fair to 
blame the Swedish Government in any 
hasty spirit. Sweden as a whole has no 
special sympathy with the Allies. Sho 
has a strong commercial connection with 
Germany. During thé war period a brisk 
trade has been conducted between her 
ports and the Baltic ports of Germany. 
Berlin has seen to it that Sweden has been 
kept well primed with propaganda in 
favour of the Central Powers. It would 
be wrong to say that the people of 
Sweden are proGerman but we 
must recognise that they have no 
disvosition to assist the Allies. Sturdy 
people of the Scandinavian stock, which 
is distinguished by qualities par: 
cularly admired by the British, they pr ia 
themselves on their independent spi 
The conditions which, in the cuir ada out 
of a blockade policy, the Allies have asked 
the neighbours of Germany to accept were 
examined by the Swedish Government 
from its detached point of view. and 
deemed to clash with Swedish notions cf 
independence. It suspected, a I: 
that the Allies were trying to use Swe 
for their own purposes. The Swedish 
Government has failed to recognise, hoy 
ever, that we have rights in this connee- 
tion well founded on international law 


and custom. The proposal§ which wa 
have made to the neutral neighbours of 
Germany, and most of them have accepted. 
were drawn up with a view to their con 
venience. Sweden has chosen to refuse thé 


proposals, and to nullify the arra: 
ments which we made to facilitate 
continuance of trade between the two 
countries within the restrictions involved 


-in our blockade policy, and we must now 


therefore, stand on strict right with her 
Until lately the War Trade Department 
issued licences for the export of “ prohi- 
bited ” goods to Sweden on production of a 
guarantee that the goods would reach no 


other than a declared destination. The 
Swedish War Trade Law passed in April 
forbade Swedish merchants to give such a 
guarantee, and without it no licence could 
be cbtained for the shipment of “pr 

hibited ' goods to Sweden. Now al! goods 
have been put on the “prohibited” list 
and, if Sweden wants any commodities from 
Britain, some guarantee must be given to 
our War Trade Department that coods 
shipped from British ports will not find 
their way into Germany. Until a sat 


factory guarantee is given, shipments wil! 
be withheld. 
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Healthy Minds. 


The Superintendent of the Relfast 
Lunatic Asylum appends to the routine 
matter of his annual report an interesting 
note of a general nature concerning tho 
relation of war conditions to the inc ie nce 
of insanity among the civil population 
Recent statistics show that in the United 
Kingdom generally there is a decrease in 
the number of persons declared insane 


One would expect a ce rease in th e case f 
male members of the c ivil population, for 
some millions of men have been withd vn 


from civil life by the call of the fighting 
services, and cases of insanity among these 
would be classified séparate sly. ha ng 
women also, however, the decrease is 
notable. The reasons suggested by» Dr. 
Shaw are interesting, and we have littl 
doubt that his brother specialists won!d 
accept them as sound. One of the chief 
of these reasons is the hi: gher standar f 
living which abundance of employment h 3 
brought to classes of the population which 


supplied a large proportion of the annual 
total of cases of insanity. Another is the 
occupation given to the minds of women 


by the work which so many who were 
formerly idle or aimless are now 


and by the amusements and recreations 
which their earnings at the work enable 
them to enjoy. These reasons tall; 
the conclusions accented by mental 
specialists long before the war—th 
sanity is commonly a result of insufficient 


nourishment or lack of healthy exercise 
either of body or of mind. Ti is a for- 


tunate thing that the War broucht its fosta 
as well as its anxieties to the women of the 
land. If those of them who are now | 


at work, paid or voluntary, which «| r 
has set before them, had been fre. 3 
time to brood over personal afflictions or 
national anxieties, the tale of the 
statistics would have been different | m 
that upon which Dr. Shaw -has com- 
mented.

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IRELAND AND THE WAR. 
Letter from $ir T. H. Grattan Esmonde, M.P. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I have grown sick and tired of the in- 
cessant abuse of Ireland in connection with 
the war. I do not know if there is any sense 
of fair play left in England where Ireland is 
concerned, but, if there is, the interests both 
of the war and of the Empire would suggest 
& stop to this unending vilification of Irishmen. 
Neither do I know if there is anyone in Eng- 
land of sufficient manliness and honesty and 
authority to cry ‘“ Halt!” to this hideous 
campaign of hate. It would be to England’s 
interest if he could be speedily discovered. 

What have we Irish done already in this 
war? We have supported it from the outset. 
We have done all we could to ensure its suc- 
cess in the teeth of the bitterest official opposi- 
tion in every quarter. We have submitted to 
the ghastly misgovernment of our country, and 
to all the less vexations of so-called war 
measures without protest. We have contri- 
buted far more than our fair share of war 
taxation without complaint. We have sent the 
flower of our manh to fight and die without 
either reward or recognition. 

We have done all this—first, because we be- 
lieved in the justice of the war; and, secondly, 
because we believed in the promises of English 
statesmen. The character of the war remains 
the sare, but, through monstrous mismanage- 
ment, it has brought us infinitely greater 
sorrow and loss than we ever could have antici- 
pated. The promises of English statesmen 
turn out to be scraps of paper; and what do 
we Irish get in return for our sacrifices? 
Nothing but abuse—gross, cowardly, dishonest 
abuse, 

When I think of our glorious Irish regiments 
and their unacknowledged deeds of unsurpassed 
heroism—of our gallant Irish sailors, who, for 
two terrible years, have guarded the Empire in 
stress and storm and danger, from the Arctic 
t> the Antarctic; when I think of Flanders and 
France, and Gallipoli, and Serbia, and Mesopo- 
tamia, and Egypt; of the landing at the Dar- 
daneiles, with its awful toll of Irish lives: of 
our splendid 10th (Irish) Division, recklessly 
thrown away by British incompetency; of the 
hundreds of Irish sailors who perished in the 
Jutland battle—300 of them in two ships 
alone—when I “think of our desolate Irish 


homes, of the unnumbered Irish fathers and ' 


mothers and sons and daughters who have 
bravely and uncomplainingly given what they 
loved best on earth to the service of the Em- 
pire—I ask myself: What spirit possesses the 
anti-Irish, when not even our children’s 
sacrifice will propitiate them ?—Yours, etc., 
omas H. GraTTan FSMONDE.

The main object is to give the Corporation 
power to make new by-laws under which they 
can im any conditions of rebuilding they 
think fit, subject only to the approval of the 
Local Government Board.

It is here that the money comes in. The Cor-

server may be of interest. & other large 
numbers of our people spent their holid 

some of the resorts on the other side of the 
Channel, or went further afield, and visited 
places on the Continent. The war has, how- 
ever, for the time being, diverted our thoughts 
to the homeland, and  “ Visit your own 
country "isa = that has become familiar 
to everyone. here to is the great 
question. Cook’s useful booklet, ' How to See 
Ireland,” contains much valuable information 
as to the best tourist routes. With its assist- 
ance a small party, of which the writer was 
one, came to the conclusion that what is 
known as “The Prince of Wales Tour” was 
the best value offered. Time was when a tour 
in the South was an expensive luxury, but, 
thanks to the circular trevel ticket, hotel 
coupons, and driving and. boat tickets, the 
whole cost, if gratuities are excepted, can now 
be worked out almost to a shilling. 

This year there are disadvantages as well as 
advantages in selecting the South for a holiday 
run. e of the disadvantages is that the 
Killarney express train is not now running, 
and the time seems very Jong in the ordinary 
train service from Dublin. Amongst the advan- 
tages are reduced tariffs. at the principal hotels 
and the remarkably cheap circular travel 
ticket-—-£1 18s. 94.—from Dublin to Killarney, 
Killarney to Kenmare, thence by motor coach 
through the mountains to Glengarriff, steamer to 
Bantry, rail to Cork and Queenstown, and back 
to Dublin. 

Our party made their headquarters for the 
first portion of the tour at the Lake Hotel, a 
charmingly-situated and well-managed house on 
the eastern shore of the Lower Lake. Killarney, 
we learned, is being run at a heavy loss this 
year. This must be put on record to the credit 
of the carrying and tourist companies, that, 
although working at a loss, they scrupulously 
fulfil their contracts. If there is unly one 
tourist, the day's excursion is carried out as 
completely as if there were fifty of a party. 
We were just three in number, and our ex- 
perience was everywhere of the most agreeable 
description. 

_ The first day in Killarney is usually spent 
in '“ doing ” No. 1 excursion, which includes the 
Gap of Dunloe and a sail through the lakes. In 
fine weather, such as has been prevailing in 
Killarney for the past few weeks, this is a novel 
and delightful outing. Leaving the hotel vy 
jaunting car, the visitor is conveyed to the en- 
trance to the Gap, about five miles distant. 
The scenery has often been described, and one 
feels that Killarney is one of the few places 
that does not disappoint the visitor. Contem- 
lation of the wild grandeur of the scene is, 
owever, rudely interrupted by a troop of moun-

The ponies are mounted at Kate 
Kearney‘s Cottage, and scarce has the cavalcade 
been set in motion than the way is barred by 
philanthropic ‘photographers, who endeavour to 
induce the visitors to have their photographs 
taken “ without charge.” At the next bend in 
the road is the “‘ bugle man,” who awakens 
the echoes in the hills; then further on is the 

cannon man,” who does likewise, and till 
another ‘“‘cannon man,” with an old woman 
here and there selling “‘rale mountain dew.” 
No notice need be taken of these people, al- 
though it is difficult to ignore them altogether. 
The Gap is four miles Seen, and abounds in 
beautiful. views. The pony ride finishes near 
the edge of the Upper Lake. Here the hotel 
boat, with luncheon on board, is waiting. The 
succeeding sail through the Lakes is like a 
journey through an enchanted region. 

The second day’s programme includes a drive 
through Muckross demesne, an inspection ot 
the famous Abbey, and a detailed tour of the 
lovely Lower Lake. The third day’s excursion 
is a drive to places of interest, and may be 
taken either in the morning or the afternoon. 
With this the Killarney visit usually closes. 

Before leaving Killarney the time-table of 
the Coaching Company, whose motor travels 
between Kenmare and Glengarriff, should be 
consulted, and notice of the intention to travel 
should be sent to the office at Kenmare, as, 
owing to the small number of tourists, the 
coaching service has been considerably curtailed. 
Supposing the tourist leaves Dublin on a Satur- 
day, he can easily “do” the Killarney district 
by the following Tuesday afternoon. On Wed- 
nesdays there is a train to Kenmare at 8.45 
a.m., connecting with the coach to Glengarriff, 
whieh is ~in time for lunch. Koche's 
Hotel will be found to meet every requirement. 
lt is situated in the midst of delightful scenery, 
and a few days spent in this district will be a 
source of unalloyed enjoyment. A little steamer 
conveys the tourist to Bantry, and thence there 
is railway connection with Cork. The following 
morning may be spent in seeing the “sights ”’ 
of the city, and in the afternoon a flying visit 
may be paid to Queenstown. 

As one of the party was returning to Dublin 
at once, the balance sheet was carefully 
audited, when it was found that the cost of the 
round trip for seven days (including all in- 
cidentals and the full tourist programme) 
amounted just to £1 per day for each person.

Death from Tetanus—The Dublin City 
Coroner held an inquest yesterday at the 
Meath Hospital, into the death of Patrick 
Moore, aged 14 years, and _ residing at 15

which he met in a Spitalfields rag store, where 
he was employed as messenger. It appeared 
that on the 8th inst. Moore, whose boots were 
worn, as he was going to shut a window trod 
upon a sharp bone, which was lying in the 
rags, and had the sole of his left foot cut. 
The manager of the store had the wound 
bound up with a handkerchief, and got two 
girls to bring the boy to the Meath Hospital.

COMMITTEE’S SECOND REPORT. Westminster, London, §&.W."’ riptin ae 


The second -report of the Committee of Public 
Accounts was issued last night as a White Paper. 
It shows a* net deficit on naval accounts of 
£51,751,862 and on Army accounts of £211,867/,541. 
The round total of the two is £263,620,000. 

In @the economies effected is a saving of 
£3,000,000 on jute sandbags. The Ministry of 
Munitions h effected substantial reductions 
in prices for equipment, guns, etc., as compared 
with the early stages of the war, notwithstand- 
ing the increased cost 6f labour and materials. 
The Admiralty had pets ao orders for 
shells, the price to be set later, and were 
employing accountants to investigate the books 
of the firms as to the actual cost. It was regretted 
that no such system was adopted before the war 
in order to break down “rings” among con- 
tractors, or to enable economies such as were 
being effected by the Ministry of Munitioris. 

As regarded Army supplies, after some diffi- 
culty a system was evolved in June, 1915, for 
securing such supplies as were required at prices 
which were fair and reasonable, in the interest 
of the public. This system was rendered more 
effective by legislation in February last, which 
had had the effect of breaking up and preventing 
any combination of manufacturers against the 
Government. They had taken cagtrol of the 
whole trades, and thereby effected great econo- 
mies in such necessaries as leather and jute. 
The Committee hoped that the experience gained 
and the organisation instituted for dealing with 
this aspect of the nation’s affairs would not be 
lost sight of on the conclusion of peace. They 
hoped that the Admiralty and the War Office 
would henceforth unite ip efforts to effect na- 
tional economy in the buying departments. 

The cost of hiring ships for retaining alien 
passengers had heen £450,000. 

The Committee regretted that no organised 
system existed fer .the prevention of waste 
in the food supply to troops, but this defect was 
being remedied. They regretted that ar- 
rangements had not been made to prevent the 
payment of undue brokerage commission on 
the purchase of stores. The Committee were in- 
formed that sites for all camps, some of which 
had been regarded as unsuitable, were chosen 
for military reasons: The Committee intimate 
approval of an excess Vote for both Naval and 
Army deficits. '

There are many French writers in the 
very first rank who are little known ex” 
cept by name to British readers. The 
number of our countrymen who can read 
with pleasure French bus in the origi- 
nal is comparatively limited, and trans- 
lated verse appeals to very few, Charles 
Baudelaire is probably best known to us 
by the translation of his essay on Ed 
ae Poe, yet he has profoundly influ- 

English writers, notably 
— Pater, and Oscar Wilde, while 
he was the inspiring influence of the work 
of that little-known poet of our day, the 
Mr. Guy horne 
has produced in a handy volume a trans- 
lation of Gautier’s “Life and Intimate 
Memoirs of Charles Baudelaire,’’ some 
selected ms, and “Little Poems in 
Prose,” done into English by his hand, 
and a translation of some of Baudelaire's 
correspondence with Sainte ‘Beuve and 
Flaubert, He adds an essay by MS 
on the French poet's influence u 
modern poetry and thought. Théop ile 
Gautier’s essay and the letter from M. 
Sainte Benve, given as an vere 5 
both taken from the Edition Définitive of 
the works of Baudelaire, published by 
Calmann cha wild in 1890, and the originals 
na ll t oems translated are naturally 
ni + foe found in that volume. 

These renderings are of unequal value, 
but, on the whole, give a very fair idea of 
the power of Banudelaire’s verse. It 
eems unfortunate that Mr. Thorne, in his 
version of L’Amé du Vin, should have 
closely imitated the diction and metre of 
Swinburne, socompletely unlike Baude- 
laire's original. We subjoin a stanza of 
each :— 

“ Un soir, l'Ame du vin chantait dane les bouteilles : 
Homme, vers toi je pousse, 6 cher déshérité, 


Sons ma prison de verre et mes cires vermeilles, 
Un chant plein de lumiére et de fraternite! 


Mr. Thorne’s translation reads: 


“Vermilion the seals of my prison, 
Cold crystal its walls, and my voice 
Singeth loud through the evening; a vision 
That bid'st thee rejoice! 
I morvted | outcast !—I call thee 
© pour my: song in despite 
Of the i shall enfold and enthrail thee 


Pulsating with light!” 

On the other hand, “The Murderer’s 
Wine” (Le Vin de Il’Assassin), is a mas 
terly rendering of theoriginal, with all the 
dreadful realism which makes us shudder 
in reading it. Full justice, too, is done to 
Gautier’s brilliant essay, and Mr. 
Thorne's own contribution is full of inte 
rest; the parallelisms between Baudelaire 
and the English writers referred to is 
scholarly and convincing. A notable in- 
stance of this is to be found in the iden- 
tification of the source of Le Guignon in 
Gray's “ Elegy,” even more striking in the 
original than in Mr. Thorne's render- 
ing :— 

“-—- Maint jovau dort enseveli 
Dans les ténébres et l’oubli 
Rien loin des pioches et des sondes ; 
'Mainte fleur épauche a regret 
Son parfum dovux comme un secret 
Dans les solitudes profondes.” 
recalling irresistibly :— 
“Full many a gem Ss parent ray serene 
The dark unfathomed caves of ocean bear: 

Full many a flower is bora to blush unseen, 

And waste its sweetness on the devert air.” i 

Théophile Gautier, in his life of the 
poet, seeks to defend Baudelaire from the 
charge of a form and style of studied 
bizarrerie, of affected and laboured ori 
nality, and especially of mannerisms. e 
says—-we quote Mr. Thornes transla- 
tion :—‘ There are people who have natur- 
ally an affee manner. In them sim- 
plicity would, be pure affectation, a sort of 
inverted mafnerism (maniérisme invers¢). 
. . .«. Baudelaire had a brain like this, 
and where the critic has tried to see 
labour, effort, excess, there is only the 
free and easy manifestation of individua- 
lity.” He loved, he tells us, “what is 
unwisely known as the style of the de- 
cadence.” In the time of the old masters 
“ the great commonplaces which form the 
foundation of human thought were then in 
all their glory, and sufficed for simple 
geniuses, speaking to simple people.”’ Such 
a state of things produced a Shakespeare | © 
or a Moliére, a Vergil or a Dante. But 

“literature,” says Gautier, “is like a 
day; it has its morning, noon, evening, 
and night. Has not,” he asks, 
‘sunset its beauty as well as dawn? The 
copper-reds, the bronze-golds, the tur- 
quoise melting to sapphire, all the tints 
which blend and pass away in the great 
final conflagration, . . have they not as 
much to offer to the poet .as the ros 
fingured dawn? But «the time when 
Hours preceded the Chariot of Day is long 
since fled.’ Mr. Thorne omits from this 
passage after “the Chariot of Day” the 
words which explain the last metaphor, 

“ dans le plofond du Guide,” referring us to 
the great Aurora ceiling of Guido Reni in 
the Barberini Palace in Rome. 

But, while Baudelaire concerns himself 
with the crime and the selfishness which 
he finds at the base of all modern civilisa- 
tion, “he hated evil as a mathematical 
deviation, and, in his quality of a perfect

GERMAN AMBITIONS.

view of this fact, we commend to ‘the 
careful attention of our readers the plans 
of Herr Naumann. He sets forth with 
much thoroughness his schemes for a Cen- 
tral European Kingdom, and these plans 
reveal to us the visions of the Pan-Ger- 
man. Not only have we a complete expo- 
sition, but we have also a tolerably com- 
plete bibliography. It is not enough for 
me eather to give us well-selected lists of 
accompanies his lists with 
cg gra as to their value. 

Herr Naumann has, like the rest of us, 
the defects of his qualities, He knows 
Germany and Austria Be se a thorough 
intimacy, and we hear, ps, rather too 
much about the orgadileation of his fellow- 
countrymen. His statistics are up-to-date, 
and the very latest information available 
is always given. In his Ginerimizating Í : 
troduction Professor Ashley calls atten- 
tion to the fact that’ Herr Naumann’s re- 
searches are not quite abreast of the pre- 
sent day in the case of ourselves. he 
author is well aware of the fact that, as 
a race, we are individualistic. When he 
was in London he found true what he be- 
lieved on a priori grounds, for in certain 
instances in business this individualism 
was most marked. The British, however, 
are not logical. Herr Naumann dis- 
covered that “the London docks are all 
separate concerns, without any sort of 
organic connection.” In 1888, however, a 
huge amalgamation took place, and in 
1909 the London Port Authority checked 
much of the individualism that the author 
once witnessed. In spite of mistakes 
such as this, his book is one of the most 
important that we have read, and it de- 
serves the most attentive consideration 
from the thoughtful public, 

“Here below to live is to change, and to 
be perfect is to have changed often '—se 
wrote Cardinal Newman. From this 
standpoint the suthor must approach per- 
fection. He used to champion the inte 
rests of the working classes; then he 
turned his abilities to those of the middle 
classes. He used to be a Free Trader, 
whereas now the Zollverein bulks largely 
on his horizon. As a sensitive barometer 
he is unequalled. His book reflects, then, 
not only his own opinions, but those of the 
set with whom he has come into contact. 
His aim, according to Professor Ashley, 
is to secure a leosely federal combination 
for purposes of offende and defence, mili- 
tary and economic, consisting primarily 
of the German Empire and the Dual 
Monarchy, but including also the Balkan 
States and Turkey. together with all the 
neutral States—Rumania, Greece, the 
Scandinavian kingdoms, and Holland— 
that can be induced to join.

Austria-Hungary and Germany is vital.
